Wee have Mexico to thank 
for giving us cowboys. In the 
1700s—way before white men rode 
and roped their way to cowboy 
legend—Mexican vaqueros were 
masters of the saddle. Vaqueros 
were hired to work on the huge 
Spanish ranches in Mexico and 
Texas. Around the time of the 
Civil War, these guys headed north 
and got jobs as cowhands on the 
huge American cattle drives.

There’s a 
little space in between ’em with 
muscles that act as shock 
absorbers. So they can bang their 
beaks pretty hard without 
harming 
themselves 
at all. 
Flying wood 
chips aren't 


a problem either, because 
woodpeckers have incredibly 
thick.skulls. (Kinda like Blubb.) 
They even have extra-narrow 
nostrils so the chips can’t fly up 
their noses. 


Some people think you can tell a 
ladybug’s age by counting its 
spots.

eith Brown is standing 
in the open door of a 
plane 20,000 feet above Earth, 
flare gun ready. Instead of 
avoiding the huge, dark cloud 
up ahead, Keith’s pilot flies 
directly into it. Keith shoots 
his gun filled with 
rain-making chemicals into 
the blindingly thick 

mist and the pilot steps 

on the gas. They rush 

out of the cloud before 

the thunderstorm hits. 

Keith is a rain maker 
and in demand all over 
the world. Who hires 
him? Farmers who need 
rain for their dry land. 
Operators of hydroelectric 
power plants (generated 
by water). And paper makers 
and other industries that 
rely on water. 

Some places call Keith even 
though they don’t seem to 
need rain—like the already 
rainy Pacific Northwest states. 
“They normally get 120 inches 
a year, so when they only get 
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90 inches they feel like they’re 
in a drought,” he explains. 
“It’s all a matter of how much 
rain you get used to.” 

His rain-making magic is in 
his special gun. By shooting 
tiny particles of a chemical 
called silver iodide into clouds, 
Keith increases the chances 
that the clouds will produce 


rain. (See box on Page 54 for 
how this works.)

are OK, but don’t let the cards slide around. Putting rubber bands 
around your cards is an absolute no-no—the result is called 
“notching” and it’s as bad as it sounds. 

Handle your cards as little as possible. If you want to be able 
to look at your treasures, use plastic sheets with pockets made 
for cards and put them in binders. Single card holders are also 
available. Be careful when you are sliding them in so the edges 
don't get damaged or frayed. 

Several companies make cardboard boxes just for storing 
cards. If you're serious about keeping your collection in tip-top 
shape, you might want to check out what's available down at 
your local card store.
